STRIKE,” UNION 
CHIEFS WARN 


Showdown Expected 
Today. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS, 

Executive committees cf the 
“Big Five” brotherhoods—the 
men who possess powers to call off 
the threatened railroad strike— 
will meet with their five chiefs this 
morning at the Masonic temple in 
conferences said to have been 
called at the instance of the 
United States railroad labor 
board, 

The gatherings are the sequence 
of yesterday’s investigation of the 
causes of the walkout threats at 
which the “ Big Five ” chiefs told 
the board that nothing but a “ sat- 
isfactory settlement” could stop 
the strike from being clamped on 
the railroads, starting at 6 o’clock 
Sunday morning. 

The labor board’s inquiry came 
to an abrupt end last night; the 
chiefs announced the conferences 
with their men this morning ; and 
reports began to fill the ai: that 
the real showdown is almost at 
hand. 


‘Grapevine Telegraph’ — 


As the unions and executives 
assembled in the Coliseum Annex 
for the night session, which was 
brief, reports over the grapevine 
were that union leaders had been 
quietly told by some of the board 
members that the issues in the 
background — namely: further 
cuts in wages and encroachment 
upon time and a half for overtime 
—were removed as causes of 
strike by Tuesday’s avowal of the 
board. 

This avowal stated definitely 
that no requests for further reduc- 
tions for any group of employes 
would be considered by the board 
until rules and working conditions 
for that group were out of the 
way. As to overtime pay, the 
board points out, in the cases of 
the shop crafts already settled, 
overtime rates were retained, ex- 
cept the extra for Sunday and 
holidays. 


Board May Offer Plan. 


In labor circles last night it was 
said no board members are ex- 
pected to be present at today’s 
conferences, but the general im- 
pression is that a proposition will 
be conveyed to the executive/com- 
mittees in substance as follows: 

Call off the strike and trust to 
the labor board to live up to its 
utterances. 

In addition, last night, T. De- 
witt Cuyler, speaking for the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives, 
said none of the carriers had any 
infention of trying to make fur- 
ther changes in wages or working 
conditions without due process 
through the board.

Wants Relief to Come with 
New Year.

Washington, Dg C., Oct. 26.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Repeal of the excess profits 
taxes, effective Jan, 1, 1922, was ap- 


proved by the senate today after two 
additional amendments seeking its re- 
tention in a modified form were re- 
jected. Following action on the excess 
|profits tax section the senate entered 
into a unanimous consent agreement 
fer a vote at 4 o’ciock tomorrow after- 
noon on amendments to the section 
which increases the present flat tax 
on corporation earnings from 10 per 
cent to 15 per cent to make up for the 
loss in revenue which will be caused 
by the repeal of the excess profits tax. 

Both of the amendments to the ex- 
cess profits tax section which were de 
feated were offered by Senator Reed of 
Missouri, Democrat. | 


Reed Amendments Defeated. 


The first to be voted down was that 
providing that the rate of 20 per cent 
in the first bracket of the excess 
profits tax should apply on earnings in 
excess of 15 per cent, instead of in 
excess of 8 per cent, as at present, 
and that the rate of 40 per cent in 
the second bracket of the excess profits 
tax should apply on the excess above 
earnifgs of 50 per cent, instead. of 
earnings above 40 per cent, as at pres- 
ent. This was rejected by a vote of 
31 to 42. 

Senator Reed then offered an amend- 
ment for the retention of an excess 
profits tax of 20 per cent applying 
only on earnings oe 50 per cent. 
This was beaten by & vote of 33 to 42.

Yankee Consul Is Stabbed 


at Salina Cruz, Mexica 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—Lloyd 
Burlingham, American consul at Sa- 
lina Cruz, Mexico, was stabbed in the 
left arm by unidentified assailants in 
the consulate last Monday night, ac- 
cording to advices today to the state 
department. The consul’s injuries, the 
advices say, were not believed to be 
serious.

Maj. Turner estimated that approxi- 
mately 100 mative Haitians were killed 
by Haitian grendarmes, under the com- 
mand of American marine officers, 
when they attempted to escape from 


road building gangs into which they |. 


had been pressed against their will. 


Executed Without Trial. 
Some native Haitians were executed 


without trial, according to Maj. Turner. 
The major was questioned at length 


that a band of 15 to 19 Haitians were 
executed without trial in a cemetery 
by a body of Haitian gendarmes under 
the command of a Lieut. La Vole, an 
American marine. He had investigated 
this report, he stated, but had been 
unable to locate any actual eyewit- 
nesses of the reported execution. 
Nevertheless, he expressed the opinion 
that “something like that did occur.” 
“Do you mean that natives were un- 
lawfully killed?” he was asked. 
“Yes,” he replied. 
“Under thedirection and connivance 
of La Voie?” 
ee Yes.” 


Calls Officer’s Denial Untrue. 


“And you bellfeve that his denial was 
untrue?” 
Yes.”’ 
Maj. Turner told the committee that 
a few airplanes were used by the 
marine corps for scouting purposes and 
to drop bombs upon rebellious natives. 
After a time, however, the natives re- 
frained from gathering in groups of 
sufficient size to justify bombing and 
this form of warfare was abandoned. 
The witness also stated that the 
practice of forcing Haitians into in- 
voluntary servitude in road building 
gangs under the rifles of the American 
officered gendarmes had led to un- 
satisfactory results and had been 
stopped. 
Report of Col. Hooker. 
The committee also received as evi- 
dence a copy of a report made by 
Lieut. Col. Hooker to Gen. A. W. Cat- 
lin in January, 1919. The report 
stated that Lieut. B. D. Williams ad- 
mitted killing several natives who at- 
tempted to escape from road work and 
that Lieut. La Voie admitted six per- 
sons had been shot. 
Col. Hooker’s report was offered to 
support Maj. Turner's statement that 
the natives were forcibly held in servi- 
tude for work on the roads for months, 
and that conditions became so bad that 
an order was issued prohibiting forced

The united Deneen-Brundage factions of the Re- 


publican party in Cook county have named a com-,

WHAT WE MUST MEET IN 
AGREEING WITH JAPAN. 


The New York World is helping, honestly we be- 
lieve, but erroneously we fear, to spread a popular 
idea that liberalism and anti-imperialism have at- 
tained such strength im Japan that it must be re- 
flected in the arms parley and will make a peaceful 
agreement there comparatively easy. The World 
says: ‘It is well known that though the govern- 
ment of Japan is controlled in the main bg mili- 
tarists, there are definite limits imposed on the 
imperialism of the reigning clique by the growing 
influence of the middle classes.” 

Perhaps that is true in so far as the,moral in- 
fluence of the anti-militaristic classes goes, but if 


there are “definite limits imposed” they are im-} 


posed upon the middle classes*rather than by them. 
To be successful our delegates must not labor un- 
der a delusion that such sentiments as are ex- 
pressed by the free press or public of Japan must 
necessarily be reflected by the Japanese govern- 
ment. It is not only possible, but entirely consti- 
tutional, for the Japanese delegation and the Japa- 
nese government to ignore even a definite majority 


By imperial ordinance, based on the constitution, | 
the Japanese ministers of war and marine must 
be selected from high officers on the active list 
of army and navy. Without consenting representa- 
tives of army and navy a cabinet cannot exist.

resentatives of a democracy as free and as anxious 
for peace as our own. 


MONEY. 


Through the agency of the Commercial Club of 
Chicago we are sometimes enabled to get a close-up 
of the British viewpoint. Reginald McKenna, for- 


opportunity to present to this section of the coun- 
try the British plan fgr the cancellation of war 
debts as a means of restoring productivity and 
solvency. 

The occasion was not unsympathetic and the 
argument was persuasive, but the British idea does 
not convince an. American who takes a compara-' 
tive view of British and American positions in and 
after the war. : 

Mr. McKenna says that the debts owed Great 
Britain and the United States are virtually the 
same, about $10,000,000,600. The British are will- 
ing to cancel what is due them if the United States 


allies owe to America. 


In return for the loans made by Great Britain 
and the money spent by Great Britain the British 
empire has been materially benefited. The Ger- 
man navy, which was regarded as the greatest 
menace to the empire, has been destroyed. The 
Getman merchant fleet, which was regarded as the 
greatest danger to British commerce, has been de- 
stroved. Helgoland, which was the most dangerous 
naval base off the British coast, has been destroyed. 

German colonies in Africa which were regarded 
as most dangerous to the British African empire 
have been destroyed and the territory added to the 
British empire. British rule has been extended in 
Asia Minor, in Palestine and Mesopotamia. Aus- 
tralasia has been given the German islands which 
are needed for the protection of Australia and New 
Zealand. 

These are material benefits, some of which are 
almost inestimable in value to Great Britain. Great 
. Britain’s heavy expenditures have been compen- 
sated, both by release from military dangers, by 
the elimination of a sea competitor and a coloniz- 
ing competitor, and by the extension of domain. 

In return for American expenditure and loans 
there has been no return. Not even the protection 
which Australasia found in the transfer of the 
German islands was granted the United States. 
The German islands north of the equator, sur- 
rounding American possessions, were given to 
Japan, the possible enemy of the United States. 

Mr. McKenna says that Germany cannot pay the. 
indemnity and make reparations. Germany does 


owed to the allies. We cannot tell them how to 
deal with Germany or how to deal with each other. 

There is a substantial difference between the po- 
sition of Great Britain and that of the United 
States. Great Britain, having. a return on the 
money spent in war, proposes a cancellation of 
debts to the United States, which has had no re- 
turn, in order to make Europe solvent, although 
the United States has done nothing and is doing 
nothing to make Europe insolvent.

They have no value to Great 
Britain except as against the United States. They 
have a value as a naval base against the American

DIRT’S LITTLE TREACHERIES 
HEN a man spits up gray or 
black sputum he may think he 
is in a bad way and pay out 
some good money for a labora- 
tory examination. As a rule the report 
comes back—tubercle bacilli absent— 
followed by a considerable list of coced 
found present. 

He may dismiss his worries with the 
thought that the examination proved 


‘| him free from consumption. ‘As a rule 


he is justified in dismissing that disease 
from his list of worries. 

Occasionally tubercle bacilli are pres- 
ent though not disclosed by the exam- 
ination. a occasionally a man has 
consumption without ha tubercl 
bacilli in his sputum. 

The story today deals with another 
angle to that black sputum situation. 
While black sputum does not mean con- 
sumption it does mean that the air 
breathed is dirty. When dirty air is 
breathed some of the dirt is caught in 
the nose and thrown out, some is in- 
haled jnto the lungs, caught on the sur- 
face of the tubes and thrown out as 
‘§ray or black sputum. Some is absorbed 
into the lungs. That which is thrown 
out as gray or black sputum does no 
harm and the coughing up of such ma- 
terial is to be regarded as nothing more 
than a proof that the air we breathe is 
dirty or wore. That which gets into 
the lungs may do some harm. 

A study of the lungs of guinea pigs 
held in laboratory cages for several 
years was made by Willis. The lungs 
always get rather black with dirt after 
exposure for a year or more, not so 
Black as the lungs of a city man, but 
quite black at that. 

When the pigment gets into the tissue 
it tends to accumulate at certain places. 
Most of all it tends to gather in lymph 
glands around the base of the lungs 
and near large air tubes. The pigment 
irritates and this causes new lymph tis- 
sue to grow. Presently there is a large 
lump of lymph gland tissue stained 
black by dirt.

These studies throw-a side light on the 
growth of tonsils and adenofds after re- 
moval, It does only temporary good to 
remove such growths unless the focus of 
infection is cleaned up at the same time. 
That source of infection may be tubercu- 
lous milk, decayed teeth, infected gums 
or nose, dirty air or mouth infections. 

The study explains some _ chronic 
coughs that are not tubercular and the 
cause for which is not easily found. 
The pressure of a large black lymph 
gland on an’ air passage could easily 
produce such a chronic cough. The dust 
particles also tend to accumulate under 
she pleura, along the ribs, and at the 
apex particularly if there are old apical 
scars and adhesions due to pleurisy or 
tuberculosis. If these dust particles hap- 
pen to carry tubercle bacilli along with 
them consumption may’ be set up. 
Some kinds of dust particles are very 
much more apt to do this than others.

After this experience 
it seems that I am fully justified in con- 
cluding that the disease in my case was 
caused by infection carried by the oil or 
benzine or both coming,in contact with 
the skin.”

MR, GLENN EXPLAINS WHY WE 
HAVE NO STATE POLICE. — 


Chicago, Oct. 24. me criticism has 
been directed against the manufacturers 
who oppased the passage of the so-called 
state police bill at the last session of the 
Illinois general assembly. The Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association has strenu- 
ously advocated at Springfield at every 
session of the general assembly for over 
twenty ‘years the principle that no legis- 
lation enacted that was not general 
in its character. The Hon. Joseph Me- 
dill, one of the gteat editors of modern 
times, for a great many years advocat- 
ed this doctrine and was instrumental 
in having it incorporated in the constt- 
tution of 1870. 

The association has never asked the 
slightest advantage nor the slightest 
favor in the matter of legislation from 
the people of Illinois. The measuré pop- 
ularly known as the Btate police bill con- 
tained a provision to the effect that “ the 


Tilinois state police shall not enter upon 
duty for the purpose of policing a strike 
except by order of the governor or upon 
the request of the mayor of a city or the 
sheriff of a county, approved by the 
governor.” The Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association gave its hearty support to 
the measure until this provision was in- 
serted. It requested the friends of the 
bill to allow an amendment striking out 
the clause, but they firmly refused to 
do s0. 
The manufacturers were opposed to the 
provision because they were afraid it 
would be interpreted as meaning that 
the police should keep away from any. 
plant where there was a strike, no mat. 
ter what the crimes were that were being 
committed. We cannot Widerstand why 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE should pdvocate 
a measure so unfair, and we cannot un- 
derstand why -the people of Illinois 
should want to treat the manufacturers 
differently from any other interest. They 
employ some 750,000 wage earners in the 
state and the value of the product of 
their plants is about $6,000,000,000. 
Your attention is called fo the prob- 
able attitude of the Supreme court of 
Illinois to such a provision had the leg- 
islature enacted the statute as the*bill 
was drawn. In the case of Mathews vs. 
the People, 202 Illinois, page 389, the 
urt held a law unconstitutional because 
ientabied a provision that employers 
whose workmen were out on strike or 
locked out were not entitled to the benefit 
of certain free employment*dgencies cre- 
ated by the act, while other employers 
who had no strike were allowed this ad- 
vantage.

NARCISSUS IN SOIL. 


Growing narcissus bulbs in pebbles 
and water is a picturesque and a de- 
sirable way to have midwinter blos- 


they are grown for cut flowers it ig 
probably best to set them in soil. 

Some authorities say that the bulbs 
are not so likely to blast when grown 
in soil. Bulbs grown in pebbles are 
no longer useful after the first year, 
while bulbs grown in soil store up 
enough nourishment for the second 
season. However, bulbs planted in 
pebbles and water come into bloom 
more quickly. 

Where soil is used, pots or jardinieres 
eight inches in diameter make conven- 
jent sized containers. From five to 
eight bulbs may be placed in one jar- 
If the 
bulbs are grown for cut flowers, the 
planting is about the same, but more 
bulbs will be needed. Ordinary window 
boxes of various shapes and designs 
may be used, but the most convenient 
thing is a box about two feet long, @ 
foot wide, and three inches deep. 

Whether a jardiniere or box is used, 
the soil should be composed of about 
two-thirds rich garden loam mixed with 


one-third well decayed leaf mold. All 
lumps must be removed and sand add- 
ed, so that water will drain out freely. 
Cinders put in the bottom will ald 
drainage. Two. to two and a half 
inches of dirt on top of the cinders will 
be all the bulbs will need. | 

Set the bulbs so the necks will be 
just above the surface, and gently pack
